Seventy five allied soldiers were 


killed and 150 wounded in battles with 
the Poles in Upper Silesia during the 
past 24 hours, according to Informa- 
tion here today. The Italians attemp- 
ted on Thursday night to make a sor- 
tie across the Oder river towards Ra- 
tibor, but wero driven back by the 
Poles. All the Italian artillery was 
captured by the Poles.

The Germans have decided not to 


send any regular troops 
to Upper 


Silesia, It was announced officially. 


The Italian casualties, according to 


one report were 92 killed and wound- 
ied. 
I Regular warfare, with rifles, artillery 
and trenches employed by the fight- 
ing forces ii raging over some parts 
of Upper Silesia. 


The Italian troops attacked by the 


Poles were part of the international 
police organized under the League of 
Nations and had been sent into Upper 
Silesia to preserve order pending the 
promulgation of the allies decision re- 
garding the future nationality of that 
providence. 


The Italians are continuing their 


operations despite the preponderant 
number of armed Poles opposing them. 


The brunt of the fighting on the al-

The position of our government is as delicate as could well 


be. We are involved in the reparations settlement, first, as a 
large creditor of the countries who will receive the payments:

nations; third, as a participant in the victorious war. Our re- 
fusal to accept the Versailles treaty by no means implies that; 
we regret the outcome of the war or reject its principal fruits. 
Yet there has grown up among us a sense of disappointment and 
of disillusionment. 


When we look for justice we find power. When v.-e look for 


the promise of peace we see ne%v armies marching and new wars 
threatening. These doubts, coupled with motives not so respect- 
able, have made it impossible for the new administration to com- 
mit Us to the details of a purely European settlement. We can 
enter into such a settlement oniy as certain phases of it directly 
concern us. To dra\v the line at the proper place i> difficult. 
Mr. Hughes has accepted for us the principle of repnraiions. 
He cannot accept for us the obligation to enforce upon Germany 
a specified reparations schedule.
